Pictures of the inyster- 
ious bug Itave been published, and tele 
graphic dispatches have told of its eeri- 
ou«,.and occasionally fatal, ravages 
Aud now the truth is out, au-1 tho pub 
lie will have to 1-tngh away its uiscom 
fitnre at having beou fooled again.

sing bug. It began to appaar .like

weatuer joke. Pictures of the creature 
were published ia several of the Easters 
papers. 
These pictures represent a 


genuine bug, which is us harmless as a 
dragon fly, but as dangerous lo king 
and they gave muiy persons tho hot 
tremors, only to look at thorn.

POULTRY RAISING 


More Out of Poultry According to 


Investment Than Anything Else. 
The following extract is taken from 


rt iKiptsr read by Ira Cottinghain before 
an Illinois Farmers' Institute: I am 
njalvfiige'more out of my poultry for the 
aiuoulit invested in them than any- 
thing I am handling on the farm. 
I 


Mould farther say tlmt the poultry in- 
dustry in the United States when fig- 
ured in dollars and cents is second to 
uo grain^crop. During the famine of 
n lew years ago in the West many 
families were kept from starving by 
UK Hocks of hens that they kept, and 
1 wa» told by men traveling through 
Nebraska at that time that the only 
thing the fatmers shipped out was 
ej;£s. 
But perhaps some of you are 


thinking that the poultry business Is 
bt'iup overdone, and that it will be 
more so in the future. Do you know 
when the idea started? 
Away back 


se'seral thousand years ago a laclj' by 
the name of Mrs. Noah had a hen and 
rooster, and after the hen ITail laid fif- 
teen eggs she set her and hatched fif- 
teen chickens. Then some one began 
to shout that the poultry business was 
going to be overdone and that cry is 
still being shouted. Well, is it being 
cierdone? Not us lonp as we nre im- 
porting thousands of eggs every year 
into the 1'uited States. Why is it that 
we can allow our Canadian brother* to 
send their eggs over here and pay two 
cunts n dozen duty on them? I believe 
we can produce chickens and eggs here 
n<j cheap as anywhere on earth. 
We 


have cheap feed nucl can use much 
tluit would othei-v.-i.se fro to waste. 
"Why. one of my neighbors got feeding 
some sawdust with hir, feed and the 
hens liked it so well that he fed noth- 
ing else. 
After a while one hen laid 


thirteen eggs: three of the chickens 
hud wooden legs and the other ten 
were wood peckers. 


1 will tell you my plan of caring for 


a flock on the farm for profit. In the 
fiist place provide shelter for your 
Thickens or else quit the business. 
\ou cannot make a profit out of the 
bi-ftiness and expect your flock to roost 
in trees and on fences. 1 do not want 
you to think for n moment that I am 
piling to recommend you to 
build 


Queen Anne hou*e«. because I do not 
believe In that; neither have I ever seen 
anyone USIUR such houses that was 
niiikiiifj any money. 
If you want 


something Rood enough for any farmer 
and also Rood enough for anybody's 
heus make your lion1*" warm and com- 
fortable, and if yon can add beauty to 
it do so. Kuild you houses with barn 
boards or shlplap and shingle roof. 
You Avill find the shingle roof 
the 


cheapest in the long run. Build your 
house ten or twelve feet wide, with 
reof sloping one way, and that to the 
north. Before putting on the shingles 
cover the sheathing with tarred paper 
nnd on top of tliis place your shingles; 
then you have a roof that is a roof. 
Then line the house with the paper. 
You will find it cheap and it will make 
it warm. If you have an old house 
try lining with the tarred paper and 
see how warm you can make It. Have 
some windows in the south side, but 
do not overdo the thine. Divide your 
house into two parts, nsinc; one for a 
feeding room and the other for roost- 
Ing I have seen several houses where 
the south side of the feeding room was 
covered with heavy muslin instead of 
windows und it made a good room. In 
your feeding house keep six to eialit 
inches of tine straw or chaff and feed 
all stain in the straw, making the 
chickens scratch for it. 


Do not build your houses too high, as 
it takes more lumber and it will be 
colder: live feet on the north side is 
liis;h enough. 
Put your roosts ou a 


level about two and a half or three 
feet from the ground and make them 
so you can easily take them out when 
cleaninsr. 
Have plentv of room, for 


you cannot get satisfactory 
results 


wlieu your birds are crowded. Better 
sell off a few fowls and build good 
shelter with the money for the balance, 
lu feeding: I use a larsre amount of 
c-oru. Many think we should not feed 
much corn, yet I use it with a<x>rt re- 
sults. 
I use oats, white screenings 


and anything that Is cheap a-ad handy. 
I believe many people make a 'nKtfike 
in selling off the grain on tHe farm 
and bujing high-priced feed. This is 
taking too many into the business to 
make it pay. Mr. Armour is making 
thousands of dollars by savins; the lit- 
tle things that you and I throw away. 
I mean that he is killing and selling 
hogs, sheep and cattle at an actual 
loss, but his profits are made from the 
by-products. 


I would use some bran m the form of 


a mash and with a little blood meal, 
which is quite cheap. Feed this in the 
morning. Use all the table and meat 
scraps you can get. If you want the 
proper 
returns 
in 
winter 
provide 


some vegetables, such as. cabbage 
beets, turnips, potatoes, etc.. all of 
which should be cooked but the cab- 
bage. I feed some onions and want 
to say they are one of the bca>t tilings 
you can use for colds in chickens. If 
you are going to take good care of 
your stock get pure-bred fowls as soon 
as you can, as thtjr pay "best and the

HINTS ON POULTRY 


Suggestions of Value to Poulterer*— 


Medium Sized Turkeys Salable. 
Medium-sized but plump turkeys are 


marketable all the year round, so that 
at any time when there Is a surplus 
they may be sold at fair prices, but 
to secure the best prices they must be 
young and in a good marketable con- 
dition, not too fat and not too large. 


While if lousy hens did not lay there 


would be but few egjfs, at the same 
time there is no question but that hens 
that are free und clear from lice will 
lay more efrgs than if lousy. It re- 
quires constant care to keep lice un- 
der control, but by keeping constantly 
at it they can be kept down. 


Warm1 soft feed, especially in the 


morning, is all rijrht in the winter 
when the weather is cold and the 
fowls must depend largely upon the 
food supplied to them, but during the 
summer In nearly all cases it will be 
best to feed whole grain. 
There Is 


very little occasion for feeding soft 
erain. except when it is <lesiretl to fat- 
ten rapidly. Even with growing fowls 
cracked grain will give better results 
than warm or bloypy soft foods. 


Young ducks should be pushed for 


market as rapidly as possible now. 
This is the season for selling to the 
best advantage, and all that can be 
got into a good marketable condition 
should be sold. The later batches may 
be kept for breeding. One way of 
making money out of ducks Is to have 
a lot ready to sell when the season 
opens. With ftoofl feerlinjr they can be 
ready for the market by the time they 
are 10 weeks old, and will weigh twice 
ns much as chickens of the tame age. 
They bring good prices now. 


When a fowl becomes droopy, or 


even sick, it is better to coop her and 
feed sparingly on soft food for a feW 
days, thus glvuia: it a chance to re- 
cover, than to 'hasten a catasthrophe 
by dosing with drugs, according to 
the instructions of some crank and 
poultry .(ournal space filler. 


The guinea lien does not lay as many 


egfrs as the plain hen. though we have 
soon reported statements in print that 
they surpass all other fowls iu egg 
production. They are valuable fowls 
nevertheless. A fat young guinea is a 
gatney und savory table fowl, though 
the flesh is dark. Those who claim ebc- 
cesshe laying for guineas are mis- 
taken about, or simplv don't know, like 
many others who write for the press. 


In nearly all C:IM>S, when a breeder 


buys a bird the purchase Is made with 
a view to iiuproxe his own stock by 
introducing something better, or ht 
least to Infuse now blood, and even 
then he wants something, that will be 
fully equal to what he has or M ill still 
further Improve. Hence, with any of 
the standard breeds for breeding pur- 
poses poor stock is not wanted at auv 
price. On this account the fowls that 
fall below the standard should be 
culled out in good season, so that they 
can. be fattened and marketed. It does 
not pay to soil culls for breeding. 
Send them to market and only sell 
fowls thai are full} up to the stand- 
ard us breeders. There is too much 
of a chance for a reaction to follow 
any other plan.

The Plow and llo« Should B« De- 


pended Upon Mainly, 


Weeds will be most 
tVoubU*om» 


when rain is plentiful. Tbe plow and 
hoe ought to be depended upon mainly. 
Hand weeding Is necessary In. 'torn* 
ccs«s, but it is always slow and tire- 
some. Various forms of cultivator* and 
wheel hoes are lut use, and -have many 
nchantnges over the ordinary i|eld im- 
plements. Also there are several forma 
of hand hoes niada to cut just below 
the surface and kill the weeds more 
effectually and rapidly than tu« oidln- 
ary hoes will do. 


Sveral kinds of grasses are the hard- 


est to deal with when once th(*- get 
set in the ground. The worst of these 
are -with grass, or couch grass, and 
Johnson grass. Sometimes very trou- 
blesome but less Important are crab 
grabs. Nimble Will and Bermuda grass. 
The thing to do with these are to see 
that they are well killed out* before the 
jicarden is planted and not to allow 
them a start afterwards.

A Few Pointers. 


Many writers on poultry topics rec- 


ommend as a feed for young chicks 
"hard boiled eggs, crumbled finely." 
Either igiiorantly or otherwise they 
fall 
to particularize. Many 
people 


have been milled by this suggestion 
and have vainly tried to crumble tbe 
lathery and Indigestible mass known 
us, the white of the egg. It will not 
work, and would do the chicks no good 
If it did. The yolk only should be 
used, as it is easily crumbled, easily 
digested and highly nutritious. We 
1m\e never had reason to desire a bet- 
ter food for youiij: chicks than stale 
baker's bread crumbled and moistened 
With sweet milk. We use nothing else 
nnd the results have been entirely 
satisfactory. There is a great deal of 
nonsense on this subject published in 
papers that must perforce fill their 
columns with something, and an ulr 
of nij stery and a process of compli- 
cated liosh may pass for wisdom with 
1ho unthinking, and thus a cheap repu- 
tation may be obtained without any 
actual expenditure—unless putting air 
in motion may be called by that 
name.

It Is a very plain fact that 
It 
Is 


always best to 
furnish 
a 
horse 


with an unlimited supply of water 
which he can take at will. Au animal 
under these conditions will not take, 
too much, but when we take into con- 
sideration how few stables a,re so ftt- 
ted ag to allow this being carried, out, 
ifcis In most cases out oi the question— 
tile more so as horses nre out on long 
journeys or employed In work, commx 
to the stable hungry, thirsty and "tired. 
Seventy-five per cent, of the animal 
body is composed of water, and it la 
essential to the bodily health that this 
proportion of fluid and solid constitu- 
ents be maintained. The,secretion and 
fluid excretions nre constantly fending 
to reduce the ttuid paits below the nor- 
mal, says the Breeders' Gazette, and ut 
no time Is this more apparent than af- 
ter long and active worts—the- loss re- 
sulting from increased perspiration 
and respiration. 


It IR nt this time that popular opinion 


would withhold water until the ani- 
mal <-ools down. Now I have always 
made it a praotk-e to permit the horse 
to take what water he requires at that 
time. When it IB warm in all Us parts, 
with an active circulation. It Is best 
able to resist the chilling effects of a 
draught of cold water. The stomach 
empty the fluid passes into the bowls 
and Is rapidly absorbed, thus supply- 
ing the necessary fluid to the blood, 
without which the various secretions 
requisite to digestion could not be 
maintained. 
"The most dangerous 


time to give a horse a full draught of 
water,' sa>s Dr Dunlop, M. R. Q. V. S. 
(Ireland), "is after he has cooled down 
from fatiguing work and has partaken 
of a meal. The comparltlvely small 
stomach of that animal Is replete with 
energy, the circulation weak, the whole 
system languid, and not In a state 
calculated to resist the chill. The water 
nii'Chnuieally washes the undigested 
lood from the stomach to the bowels, 
i\here it 
undergoes decomposition, 


Holvlng irritating: and poisonous gases 
and tlually causing flatulent and spas- 
modic colic or fatal enteritis.

Preserving Grape Vines. 


On the question of preserving unfer- 


monted grape juice, experiments made 
by the Canada Experiment farms were 
widely quoted last yc-;ir. and some ad- 
ditional tests made show apparently 
that no chemicals are necessary to a 
satisfactory preservation.of this agree- 
jrble and wholfaome adjunct to the 
pantry. Experiments were made Us- 
ing formalin and- salicylic acid, but 
these were not .«aL5sfactory. Grape 
juice, however, was successfully pre- 
served when heated for ten minutes 
at 160 degrees, with susrar at the rate 
of two ounces to .oach pint of juice. 
.Tulce without sujrar was also success1- 
fully preserved.5 l>nt was not generally 
ns palatable as that sxveetened. One 
hundred and sixty degrees seems to be 
the least safe temperature that can be 
u?ed in the preservation of grape juice. 
1 be juice may be held at this tempern- 
tnve without impairing to it any un- 
pleasant boiled flavor.

Stunting the Pig. 


This may be done In a groat many 


ways. First an unfortunate beginning 
by being born of stunted parents. Sec- 
ond by a poor system of feeding the 
dam— a limited ration or one not suit- 
to the nourishment of the system and 
that of the pigs. Third, by too scanty 
feeding after weaning, with the ex- 
pectation of better feeding after the 
crops arft grown, 
Fourth, by too lib- 


eral feeding after sucking and after 
it railing on foods too rich in fat.

The trotter 
sprang In a measure from the blood of 
the Thoroughbred, but 1ms been speci- 
fically bred for so long to the trotting 
gait that it is unerringly reproduced— 
that Is, when tile colts do not coine 
pacers! In the matter of form and 
size and quality the standard-tared 
Ik 


by no me,<ius uniform. There are dif- 
ferent types iu the Thoroughbred also 
(as in all breeds), but this variation 
Is much loss than in the trotter. They 
trot In all sizes and shapes; there are 
some very 
beautiful 
standard-bred 


horses, und likewise a great lot of plain 
OUCH. But the common-looking ones 
can trot. Speed is not dependent on 
or related to beauty of form. 


TROTTING STANDARD. 


In order to define what constitutes 


a standard-bred trotting horse, and to 
establish a breed of trotters ou a more 
Intelligent basis, the following rules 
are adopted to control admlBBiou to 
registration. When,an animal

the requirements of admission and is 
duly registered, It shall be accepted as 
a standard-bred trotting animal.

It Is confined to no 
race, it is limited to no country, but 
it is ubiquitous and universal."

a very large degree Is not only possible 
but. that will soon be effected. 


AVlso legislation Is giving aid to tbe 


men of science who .are endeavoring 
to protect mankind more effectually 
against oue of the direst aud most 
dreaded of all the diseases to which 
it is liable. 


There is more hope for those who 


have an hereditary tendency toward 
consumption and those in whom It 
originates than there e>er was before.

by the United States Government are 
an improvement on the usual, type, but 
we must go a good deal further in the 
same direction to obtain a ^ essel meet- 
irig all the conditions that such vet.se!

liecent acquirement of territory by 


the United States makes it necessary 
that such ^essels for its navy shall 
have a much greater radius of action 
and must be treated differently. 
In 


fact, if a speed of thirty miles or more 
Is aimed at, a sufficiently stanch sea- 
going vessel cannot be produced in the 
present stale of the ait. 
To obtain 


thirty knots within the boats now cred- 
ited with that speed, a supreme effort 
under* expert management is required, 
which is seldom repeated in the life of 
a boat. 


If the thirty-knot torpedo boat d«*- 


strojer's machinery were more sub- 
stantial, so that full power could be 
exerted at any time \\lthout risk, and 
if the hull were sufficiently strong to 
stand a moderate sea without danger 
if* Hpecd would be- aUout twenty-seven 
knots. \ct 1 venture to say that such 
a boat, If ordered to reach a point at 
sea, say, 100 miles Tilstrmt, would, un- 
der ordinary conditions, reach thqt 
point in less time than would be re- 
quired by the regulation thirty-knqt 
boat, whteh is said to get a horse pow- 


less than fifty .pounds of ina-

the* value of oysters either for eating or 
for pearls, turned a. deaf ear to con- 
servative 
rpmonstrnnoe. 
Time has, 


however, Justified the remonstrants, 
for, tliongh tUe projectors have got an 
abundant supply of oysters, the harbor 
of Tntlcorln is now said to be in dan- 
cer of total destruction by the growth 
of the beds. The Madras con&t is so ill- 
favored tha,t harbors are more valua- 
ble than, oysters, and a campaign will 
be directed gainst the latter, although 
the revenue authorities hanker after 
the taxes on the pearl fishery.

new opportunities zor money making, 
UHd he is beginning to realize that 
more money can be made on a smaller 
Investment from other crops to which 
his land Is eutliely suitable. 


Experiments have demonstrated that 


wheat and corn can be raised at a 
pi otit in the cotton states, and the 
average of these Cereals Is constantly 
on the increase. Many of the southern 
stuu-.s are taking a firm hold of the 
truck farming business and It Is prov- 
ing very successful. The natural pro- 
ducts ot the South—early vegetables- 
contented the Southerner for years, 
but with the full appreciation of. the 
money-making oppoituuities, he is be- 
ginning the 
business of vegetable 


farming In real earnest. Waste lauds 
are being redeemed, aud •nlth the ad- 
vantage of two months In the season, 
are being made to pay handsome re- 
turns on the Investment. Berries, po- 
tatoes aud cabbage are the principal 
products of the truck farmer, anu all 
are very profitable. Money, men and 
brains are pouiiug into the South in 
aid of this general development, and 
the section that slept for twenty years 
niter the war Is getting squarely on 
us feet. Cheap labor, good bblpplng 
facilities and hard work are accom- 
plishing wonders, and ere many years 
we. may expect to see the South the 
leader In manufacturing, mineral pro- 
duction aud'agriculture. The Southern 
people are alive to the opportunity, 
and are sslzlug it with that determined 
spirit that evinces a, purpose to profit 
to the utmoHt.—Baltimore American. 


The biggest coffee plantation in the 


voi'ld, says the Omaha Bee, lies more 
tliuu 300 miles inland by train from 
Sao Paulo. It is the/£>urnont coffee es- 
tate, owned by a big English syndi- 
cate, with a capital of several million 
dollars. 
The plantation has about 


8,000,000 trees and it produces enough 
coffee annually to give eveiy man, wo 
rnttn and child lu the United States a 
daily cup for a ww»k. The estate it 
self has tens of thousands of acres. It 
contains over 13,000 acres of 
coffee 


fluids and 2,500 acres of pastures. It 
is planting more trees eveiy year, and 
it IK kept like a garden. To go around 
It you would have to travel forty miles 
of railroad track on It built to carry 
the coffee. 
The instate suports 0,000 


people who live jupou It. It has twenty- 
three colonies, ranging in size from 
seventy families dawn. It has greal 
stores to supply its people with food. 11 
has a bakery, a di ug store, a saw mil! 
mid planing mill, aud at one time it 
had a brewery. It has the vast factor 
ies for cleaning the coffee aud prepar 
iug It for the uiaiKot, aud It lias also 
olDces in which uivi bookkeepers Lik- 
ing account of e\ery Item of expense 
so that they can tell you almost to a 
tree how much co-i'pp each of the 0,- 
000,000 trees is producing, a«d e\eiy 
Item connected with the picking of it 
and sending it to the seaports, 
getting e'ten are never satisfied unless 
they hecure the "big halt."

Yet at that figure is 
estimated the price that Mr, Carnegie 
is to receive foe his holdings in many 
companies, most of Them connected 
with the iron and steel Industries that 
made public declaration of his purpose 
and bounds into unprecedented pros- 
perity. 


This multi-millionaire is credited 


with having coined the epigram*. "To 
die rich is to die disgraced." It would 
be Interesting to know wbat this man 
of big heart and big purse, as well as 
Of sometimes mistaken convictions, 
means by the word "rich." It Is evl- 
Mr. Carnegie has of his own accord 
have advanced In this country by leaps 
dent that be seeks that 'suinmum bon- 
uni' which is the aim of all philosophic 
and religious teaching. It is equally 
clear that he believes that the highest 
good, the greatest happiness, is to be 
found in the distribution of wealth 
atter its gathering. He has inarched 
through this worldly life with material 
success, and he has lilled his, heart 
with love as well as. his coffers with 
gold. But how is he to direct his phil- 
anthropy in the return of millions to 
his fellow men for tlivlr truest bene- 
fit? How much will he retain for tb& 
comfort and ease of his posterity? At 
what figure does he limit his definition 
of dying "ilch?" 


This last is a question that concerns 


alone himself and bis family. But as 
to devote his declining years, not alone 
to 'otluin cum digultate,' but also to 
philanthropy, it id Inevitable that he 
should receive much advice as well as 
much entreaty as to the dispensing of 
his benefactors. Probably the giver 
will decide his gifts, in accordance 
with the dictates of Ills strong char- 
acter. Heretofore he has shown a pre- 
dilection for the endowment of li- 
braries.

Associated Press, James H. Eckels 
said and was applauded for saying:

The} call forth, aye, they demand that 
we bine an imlf<x*u«ed and uuceusored 
aud unbound aud honest press. There 
Is in this country nowher* room for 
the denial of the free press or the de- 
tail of free speech. There Is nowhere 
within the borders of this great lepub- 
lic a monopoly gi\en to any class or 
section upon 1he loyalty of this coun- 
try. Nowhere within the borders of 
this republic lurks there a single idea- 
of ttva^ou arnon,; this citizens of the 
republic." 


Mr. Eckels was bold, as well he 


might be, considering that the reliance 
\\as not upon himself, but upon those- 
foundations the certainty aud solidity 
o£ which were acknowledged every- 
wheie within the republic before there 
came upon us the taint of imperial- 
ism. 
He was safe also because he was 


addressing an audience well acquaint- 
ed with the fundamentals of the re- 
public. Some editors have recently 
had brought home to them the vexa- 
tion of censoi-shlp and the absurdity 
of accusation that because they dis- 
cussed current e\ents in the light of 
the history of the republic they have 
been accused of disloyalty. 


The test of lojalty in the republic 


is not support under all circumstances 
of a paitioular chief magistrate. The 
highest loyalty may consist in full and 
fiee cnticism of that executive^ and his 
tendencies For tbe preservation of 
the republic It may be desirable that 
an executive shall be demed a re-elec- 
tion. Of the desirability of free dis- 
cussion there ought to be no question 
n a republic. Pite speech and a tree 
ness sire the vciy breath of its nost- 
•ils, an essential to its healthful and 
vigorous growth.—Chicago Record.
